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Partial translation 

The floor 3 is attached on the base 1 guided by guide rails 2 and the pillar 6 is positioned next to 
the disk pack 11. Arms 7 are inserted between the disks of the disk pack 1 1 by the rotation of the 
pillar 6. The disks are rotated and the information on each disk is erased by the magnets in the 
arm 7. 
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
